1. IN OCTOBER 1 DISCUSSIONS OF USG/RTG SECURITY INTERESTS 

WITH RTG MINISTER OF DEFENSE GENERAL KHRUAN AND ACTING FOREIGN 
MINISTER CHARTCHAI, DEPUTY SECRETARY OF DEFENSE WILLIAM P. 
CLEMENTS ASSURED THAM OF CONTINUED USG SUPPORT FOR THAILAND. 
EMBASSY HAS BEEN WORKING ON FOLLOW-UP PACKAGE, ARISING FROM 
SECRETARY CLEMENTS' VISIT, UNDER THREE MAJOR HEADINGS: (1) THAI 
REQUEST FOR HELP WITH REPLACEMENT OF OBSOLETE WEAPONS AND NEED 
FOR SPARE PARTS; (2) INCREASED SELF-SUFFICIENCY IN DEFENSE PRO- 
DUCTION; (3) RESPONSE TO PACKAGE PREPARED BY GEN. KRIANGSAK ON 
FUTURE THAI MILITARY ASSISTANCE NEEDS. THIS MESSAGE DEALS WITH 
RTARF'S NEEDS FOR REPLACEMENT OF OBSOLETE WEAPONS AND FOR SPARE 
PARTS. SEPTELS WILL COVER SELF-SUFFICIENCY QUESTION AND OFFER 
COMMENTS FOR WASHINGTON RESPONSE TO KRIANGSAK PAPER. 

2. WE ARE FORWARDING BY POUCH DETAILED LISTS OF (1) RTARF WEAPONS 
SYSTEMS NOW CONSIDERED OBSOLETE AND (2) RTARF DEPOT INVENTORY

INSURGENCY OPERATIONS TO MEAN THAT SUCH ASSISTANCE WILL BE FORTH- 
COMING IN ADDITION TO MATERIALS ALREADY PROGRAMMED AS SECURITY 
ASSISTANCE AND WILL NOT SIMPLY RESULT IN A REORDERING OF FY-75-
